Typical of this category is Klauss Knorr 
of the Center- of International Studies, 
Princeton: University, who: spoke on “€on- 
tributions of the U. S. Industry to Arms 
Control Research.” 


Klauss E, Knorr was. born in Germany. 
After coming to the United States in 1937 
he was immediately accepted into important 
government positions, especially those: effect- 
ing public: opinion. on both foreign. and do- 
mestic. policies. He. has.also. served: as asso- 
ciate direetor at the School for International 
Stadies;,as-a consultant for the Rand. Corpo- 
ration, for the- Paley Commission, for the 
National. War College, for the Mutual. Secur- 
ity Administration, for the European Econ- 
omic. Commission, for the United. Nations, 
etc., etc. Quite a record.for a man who was 
not: even: a naturalized citizen of this country 
until 1940: 


$4,000,000 AVAILABLE 

As a result’ of this symposium these organ- 
izations now have at their disposal $4,000,000 
with the promise of more to come. According 
to.the-diseussions, formal.and informal, that 
were held at this symposium much of this 
money will be used: 

A. To “encourage” both state and national 
senators and! representatives to introduce and 
vote for laws that will gradually restrict 
private ownership of firearms leading to the 
ultimate confiseation of all private arms. 
B: For the- writing and “planting” of articles 
in leading magazines that play up the 
dangers: of crime-and accidents where fire- 
arms are: involved. 

C. For programs to educate the members 
of the press and other news media regarding 
these dangers so that they will be encour- 
aged to emphasize the violent aspects of any 
crime where a firearm is involved and: give 
page one coverage to such things as hunting 
accidents. 

-With the public properly brainwashed and 
sufficient anti-gun legislation passed at the 
national level these people are aiming at a 
target date of January 1, 1966 to begin the 


actual confiscation of civilian arms.

voluntarily when they could: receive payment 
for them: rather than: chance having them 
confiscated later on without payment. 

All of. this: was discussed’ in terms of the 
State’ Department’ plan’ for “Total Disarma- 
ment, in. 2. Peaceful. World.” 

Although not listed as a speaker, an active 


participant in these “informal discussions”. 


was Robert O. Blood, Jr., 2005 Penncraft & 
Court, Ann Arbor, Michigan (Sociology De- 
partment. U. of Mich.). Blood was one of the 
signers of an open letter to President Truman 
published’ in the communist “Worker” Aug. 
13, 1950 under the-letter-head.of the identi- 
fied‘communist front “American Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born.” He 
has been affiliated with the “Committee for 
Free Political Advocary,” the National Coun- 
cil of Sciences and Professions and other 
communist controlled organizations. 

In 1961 the United States Congress passed, 
and the Senate approved, Public Law 87-297. 
This law was signed into final effect by 
President Kennedy in November of that year. 
Under this law the United States disarma- 
ment agency was brought into existence and 
the appointed personne] of this agency were 
given full power to transfer or eliminate all 
or any part of the weapons and/or personnel 
of our Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps. 

The general plan under which this is to be 
accomplished was spelled out in publication 
7277 of the United States Department, 
available for 15¢ per copy from the: Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, (25) D. C. 

Most Americans still do not realize that 
in 1946 our Senate ratified the United Nations 
Charter as a Treaty Obligation. Since that 
time the Supreme Court has held that treaty 
law supersedes the United States Constitution, 
Thus, the United States Constitution is no 
longer the supreme law of this land. In the 
final analysis we are now governed by the 
United Nations Charter which was written 
by two communist spies with many parts 
copied directly from the so-called constitu- 
tion of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics. 


U.N. TAKES OVER U.S. TROOPS 

Most Americans do not realize that a num- 
ber of United States Army Troops were 
turned over to the United Nations command 
to make practice seizures of a number of 
American cities as far back as 1952. These 
and many other facts concerning the com- 

munist subversion and control of our own 
government have been carefully hidden from 
the American people. 

When these facts are known, however, 
the possibility of our-personal firearms being 
confiscated by the end of 1965 seems less 
fantastic. The actual procedure discussed at 
this symposium for confiscation of these arms 
called for the United- States to be divided 
up into areas of approximately five states 
each. Beginning with the northwestern part 
of the United States each of these areas “is

Then 
another five state area would be dealt with 
in the same manner until the entire country 
had been covered. 

Maybe they will achieve their objective 
and maybe not. One thing is certain—with 


four million dollars you can print a lot of 


propaganda and. buy the votes of a good 
many Congressmen. :

“Tommies” apparently headed for a gay 
evening were two representatives of the 
Allied military intelligence. These men had 
traced a wave of indiscipline, mutiny, and 
murder among the troops to the local head- 
quarters of a revolutionary -organization 
established in the town... a í 

Pretending to be drunk, aks RRE by 
the-sentries-and: arrested. the: ringleaders— 
a group of thirteen men and women seated 
at a long table. 

In the course of the raid, the Allied of- 
ficers emptied the contents of the: safe. One- 
of the: documents found. in it contained a 
specific outline of “Rules for Bringing: About 
a Revolution.” It is reprinted here to: show 
the strategy of materialistic revolution; and 
how personal attitudes and habits: of living 
affect the affairs of nations: 

A. Corrupt the young. Get them away from 
religion. Get them interested in sex. Make 
them superficial, destroy their ruggedness. 
B. Get contro) of all means’ os publicity and 
thereby: 

1. Get people’s minds off their govern- 

ment by focusing their attention on 

athletics, sexy books and plays, and 
other trivialities. 

2. Divide the people into hostile groups 

by constantly harping on controversial 

matters of no importance. 

3. Destroy the people’s faith in their 

natural leaders by holding these latter 

up to ridicule, obloquy, and contempt. 

4. Always preach true democracy, but 

seize power as fast and as ruthlessly as 

possible. 

5. By encouraging government extrava- 

gance, destroy its credit, produce fear 

of inflation with rising prices. and aon- 
eral discontent. 

6. Foment unnecessary strikes in vital 
- industries, encourage civil disorder and 

foster a lenient and. soft attitude. on. the 

part of government towards such- dis- 
orders. 

7. By specious arguments. cause the 

breakdown of the old moral virtues: 

honesty, sobriety, continence, faith in the 
pledged word, ruggedness. 
C. Cause the registration of all firearms on 
some pretext, with a view te: confiscating 
them and:leaving the population helpless. --
